.the average intake of food by healthy 
men in Belgium. The Belgium inves- 
tigator is convinced that the effect of 
alcohol in producing overweight is not 
due to the extra calories that it sup- 
plies, but because it upsets the diges- 
tive functions.

Buchanan attached a 'proviso making 
the1 rider inapplicable to ,'sugircslcd 
balanced diets for foor or feed pur- 
poses. 


The lobby heard of Buchanan's pro- 


viso during-what were-supposed to be 
secrcl sessions of the commiltee and 
brought all possible pressure againsl 
it. Now the fight transfers to the 
Senate, with the lobby opposed to th- 
balanced diets proviso and the BHE 
and consumer 'organizations fightinp 
the entire rider as an attempt of spec- 
ial interests to dictate what govern- 
ment scientific work shall include. 


Even with the proviso, the rider 


might be used to prevent dissemina- 
tion of scientific nutrition information 
lo consumers by a federal agency.

would involve reduced consumplion 
of soinc foods—and a mother couldn't 
be advised to feed her baby exclus- 
ively on pickles and sausages.

Groceries Exempt 


Under Sales Tax 


Ohio, Idaho and Washing- 
ton Join Ranks of Sales 


Levy Advocates 


CHICAGO—(XP)—The grocery bill is 


gtining a litlle ground on the spread- 
ing sales tax. Since January 1, Ohio, 
Itiaho and Washington'have joined the 
1'st of sales tax levying1 states, but 
tendencies lo exempt the food dollar 
appeared in several legislative halls. 


Before adjourning last Wednesday, 


the Washington legislature passed a 
$31,000,000 tax bill, including a two 
per cenl sales lax exempting bread, 
milk, eggs, butler, cheese, canned milk, 
fresh fruits and vegetables. Michigan 
has a two-year sales tax, but the leg- 
islature is considering a bill to exempt 
foodstuffs. 


Efforts are under way to enact a 


sales tax in Minnesota, Nebraska, In- 
diana and Maryland. 


Arizona boosted its sales tax, and 


a move has been starled lo increase 
Missouri's from one half to one per 
cent lo two per cent and Oklahoma's 
from one to Iwo per cenl. 


Minnesola. legislalive

modilies ranging from Ihree lo .10 
per cent to raise an estimated $16,000,- 
000 annually—but they would exempt 
food.

of Their Careers 


!New Yorkers Testify They 
' 
Never Made Such 


Wages Before 


. .NEW YORK — Employes of the 
Emergency Relief Bureau reluctantly 
told their success stories Friday before 
ihe^aldormanie committee, investigating 
,the administration of belief, admitting 
if* some insiance^ithaftKey'Were mak- 
ing more money now^than they had 
eVer made in their lives. 
, Miss Louise Edwards, 
a 
former 


school, now a unit manager in the 
jRecreation Division of the relief ad- 
ministration, recalled that during the 
bocm days of 1929 she had once made 
$200 a month. With her recent salary 
increase of S15 a week, Miss Edwards 
now receives 565 a week and, she said 
is not considering any outside offers. 


Lloyd P. Stryker, lawyer for the 


committee, brought out that Miss Ed- 
wards received ?35 a week from the 
YWCA, before.she went on the relief 
pay roll at $33 a week in 1932. Since 
then, she testified, her pay has been 
increased at intervals to the present 
time. 


John A. Kelley, in charge of ma- 


terials and equipment for the Park 
Department, said he went on the re- 
lief pay roll in December, 1933, at ?24 
a week, was raised to ?30 within three 
weeks and on January 5, 1934 got an- 
other boost to 535. Only two weeks', 
ago his pay was raised to $50 a week, j 


Edgar S. Hough also enjoyed an 


increase fromi$50 to $65 on March 4.) 
when Miss Edwards was rewarded for 
loyal service. 


Seeking to disprove Welfare Com- 


missioner William Hobson's claim that 
wage increases were necessary to keep 
relief workers from going gack to pri- 


j vate industry, Mr. Stryker caused each 
' witness to admit he had no better of- 
| fers. 


In all, 859 pay increases were dis- 


tributed in the Relief Bureau, it was 
revealed.

CHICAGO—Scores of merry-makers, 


including many students from North- 
western university and their friends!

Rendezvous in Morton Grave early i 
Sunday morning when fire, from nn 
unexplained ,causc, swept the entire 
place with such suddenness that six of 
thc occupants perished and 34 others 
wore badly burned and injured. Of 
these one probably will die nnd sev- 
eral others arc in critical condition. 


Thc terrible lesson 
taught in thc 


Iroquois theater fire, when hundreds 
of victims pcri/Oicd because of locked 
doors and doors that opened inwards, 
had been lost sight of in the Club 
Rendezvous. Thc principal exit was a 
narrow door, opening inwards and, in 
addition, it was provided with a spring 
lock. 
Once closed it could not be 


cpcncd from thc outside and thc jam 
cf terrified victims pressing against it 
prevented opening from Ihc inside. 
Several rescues were accomplished by 
smashing heavy glass panels in this 
door and the windows and dragging 
cut the victims. At least four of the 
dead lost their lives by returning to 
thc checkroom for their hats and coats, 
after they were out of danger. 


The Club Rendezvous formerly wns 


n bungalow but three frame additions 
had been made. Insurance companies 
refused insurance on thc place and 
it never has been inspected for fire 
hazards.
